Erythrcniuns,Glaytonias,*'Karbengers  of  Spring*'and  other  early 
ripening  bulbs, Trilliuns  are  also  being  collected  and  stored, or 
Sent  out  to  fill  early  orders, Sangiiinaria  and  others  rrill  bo  ready 
to  collect  next  r.ionth,Thosc  are  bulbs  that  nay  bo  collected  when 
ripe, and  stored  till  the  fall  growth  starts, There  are  others  that 
are  now  entering  their  sunnor  rest, preparatory  to  the  fall  growth. 

Of  course  those  are  not  dug  now-onl^r  to  bo  shipped  and  planted 
ir.inodiatoly, since  the^^  would  not  store  thro  fall  nonths.They  want  to 
got  ready  for  nest  spring's  blooning, Under  tins'  head  arc  the 
Aquilogias,nost  Irises, several  of  the  Violets, Etc, Of  course  those 
v/ill  enter  into  a conpicte  dorna.ncy  this  fall  for  the  winter, when 
v/ill  again  plant  v;ell,
